AlaskanQuake 
Disturbs Wells 
In States 

- Water well contractors' 
meeting at Peoria, at the Illi- 
nois Water Well Drillers' As- 
sociation Convention, report- 
ed that they have been re- 
ceiving frantic phone calls 
from well owners whose 
wells have suddenly produc- 
ed "black" or "dirty" water 
since the big Alaskan earth- 
quake last Friday. Shallow 
wells, deep wells, wells in 
sand and gravel, wells In 
sandstone, wells in limestone 
— wells of all kinds have been 
reported as affected. 

Representatives of the Illi- 
nois State Water Survey re- 
ported that their recorder on 
a limestone well at Napcvillc 
showed a large fluctuation of 
the water level at the time of 
the earthquake. The Du- 
Page River near Napcrvlllc 
showed a minor fluctuation 
on a river stage recorder. 

One contractor reported 
that a good producing sand 
and, gravel well suddenly 
started pumping sand. A 
deep sandstone well in (he 
Chicago area also started pro- 
ducing sand. 

Drilling contractors from 
adjacent states attending the 
meeting also reported that 
wells were affected In their 
areas. Further information 
will probably show that all 
areas of the country were af- 
fected. 

It has long been known 
that water level recorders 
have shown fluctuations re- 
lated to earthquake activity. 
even of minor tremors. Earth- 
quakes on the opposite side 
of the world have been re- 
corded In this manner.

THE PRIMARY ELECTION 

Having warmed up on the school election, 
you can now go to the bigger task of voting in the 
primary election on Tuesday, April 14. 

Voting is pretty much a habit, like smoking 
or eating eggs with catsup. If your parents always 
voted, you probably will. However, if you haven't 
acquired the habit, you can, and pass it on to your 
children. If it does nothing else for you, it will in- 
spire a little more respect from your children as 
they grow up, especially when they make their 
first few attempts to choose candidates. 

A lot of people won't vote in primary elec- 
tions because they have to declare their politics. 
That is, you must ask for either a Republican or 
Democratic ballot. If you're a Democrat, and your 
boss is a Republican, and your job depends on 
keeping the difference of opinion secret, we can 
hardly blame you for skipping this one. Other- 
wise, you might as well admit you have no idea 
who's running, and forget the whole thing. 

You can be sure the professional politicians 
will know who's running, and will cast their vote. 
Their job may depend on who's nominated. 

It's too bad more people don't vote in prim- 
aries, because this decides who shall be the par- 
ty's candidate in November. A lot of good men 
get lost in the shuffle of primaries. If you don't 
know anything about the candidates, though, you 
might better stay home. Too many people, lost in 
a welter of names and instructed to vote for one, 
will mark the most familiar name in the group. 
This means that the man who has the most money 
for advertising will win the nomination. He's not 
necessarily the best man for the job. 

Intelligent voting is not just a matter of mak- 
ing an X in just any old box, or asking your pre- 
cinct committeeman who you should vote for. It 
means consistently reading political news, which 
can be pretty boring. However, the more you leam 
about it, the less boring it is.

The American system has 
not been perfect.. In theory 
everyone has . a chance. • to 
prove bis abilities, and sell 
iiis talents. The Negro, the 
Puerto Rican, the migratory 
worker may feel that the crop 
from the eastern prep schools 
and the natives of the Chi- 
cago Cold Coast have an ad- 
vantage: but the American 
system has offered o- much 
larger percentage of the pop- 
ulation a hotter chance than 
any other, system. We have 
no need to apologize. We 
have not achieved Utopia; 
we never shall. Wo have 
done so well that It Is worth 
fighting to "preserve what wo 
have. 

I have no quarrel with 
those who would protect us 
against the danger of social- 
ism ; I wish they would bo 
equally zealous in warning 
against dangers to the free 
enterprise system from other 
directions. It seems to mo 
that some of the people who 
most loudly proclaim their 
devotion to the free market 
are engaged in undermining 
It. 

A few years ago, what For- 
tune Magazine dubbed the 
"Great Electrical Conspir- 
acy" made headlines across 
the country. As you will re- 
call, the officers of some of 
the electrical supply firms, 
including General Electric 
and Wcstinghouse, pled guil- 
ty to a conspiracy to fix 
prices and divide markets be- 
tween them. 

In passing sentence upon 
them Federal Judge J. Cullen 
Gancy. said, "This is a shock- 
ing indictment of a vast sec- 
tion of the economy for what 
is really at stake here is the 
survival of the kind of econ- 
omy under which this coun- 
try has grown great, the free 
enterprise system." 

To this, I think, the major- 
ity of Americans would say 
a fervent aincn. We would 
stop buying tickets to foot- 
ball games If we thought that 
the conference coaches got 
^d-gcther before the season 
opened and agreed that each 
coach should win his home 
games. Boxing has lost its 
standing with the American 
public because there is deep 
suspicion that the boys in the 
know put their money on the 
lad who will take a dive in 
the fourth round. In sports, 
in business we believe in the 
idea of competition. 

It is something of a shock 
to hear the president of the 
Allen Bradley Co., one of the 
defendants in the great con- 
spiracy say, "H is the only 
way a business can be run. it 
is free enterprise."

We are all familiar with 
the "get out the vote" drives 
around election time — drives 
which serve a significant and 
worthwhile purpose by re- 
minding Americans of their 
basic right and responsibili- 
ties. Too many persons, 
however, make the mistake 
of adding that it docs not 
matter how they vote, just so 
they do.

They are not all alike, no 
more than all salesmen are 
alike, or all sailors are alike, 
or all singers are alike. When 
a person makes that kind of 
statement, it just means he 
has not gone to the trouble 
of finding out the difference. 
* As William Pcnn once said: 
"Governments rather depend 
upon men than men upon 
governments. Let men be 
good and , the government 
cannot be bad . . . though 
good laws do well, good men 
do better; for good laws may 
lack good men and be abol- 
ished by ill men. But good 
men will never lack good 
laws nor suffer ill ones." 

These good informed pub- 



lic officials depend upon 
good, informed voters. I 
hope this includes each of 

you.

- How important is mileage 
in judging a'used car's value? 
Not so important as condi- 
tion, visible wear and dealer 
reputation.

But do pictures of your 
baby invite adoring oohs and 
ahs, or merely polite reac- 
tions? 

In order to take the *best 
pictures of your baby, you'll 
need a little bit of know-how, 
a smattering of patience, and 
lots of applied psychology. 

As far as equipment ,1s 
concerned, If your camera 
can take close-up pictures, so 
much the better. A tripod 
also comes in handy to elim- 
inate camera movement and 
free your hands for other 
things. K you "shoot" with- 
out a tripod, be sure to brace 
your elbows when you "snap'' 
to keep blurs from your fin- 
ished photos. 

Your picture" taking area 
should he about 'three feet 
from a plain background. A 
solid colored blanket, spread 
on a low table or bassinet, if 
baby's very smalt, will suf- 
fice. Since you won't want 
to unnecessarily involve your 
child in preliminaries, use a 
doll as a "stand-in'* for alt ar- 
rangements. 

It's best to place your 
camera about four feet from 
your youngster. With blan- 
ket and camera set, replace 
the "stand-in" with your 
loved one and lot him begin 
to play. 

Of course, with uncon- 
trolled activity, your young- 
ster is apt to crawd toward 
you ami the camera, so you'll 
have to arraangc something 
to keep his interest. For 
example, you might want to 
try hand puppets, or his fav- 
orite toy placed "on loca- 
tion." Baby also might react 
well to playing with some 
colorful small objects, such 
as a ribbon or a balloon. 

There are a few 'discovery' 
games which bring delight- 
ful expressions to baby's 
eyes. When your child " is 
old enough- to handle a book, 
you might Iry placing a few 
brightly colored pieces of 
ribbon between different 
pages. As baby comes to a 
page where a piece of ribbon 
was hidden, voila! You'll 
have just the right expres- 
sion. 

A toy, a rattle or a block 
also ran he hidden in the 
blanket fold or in a rolled 
sock, for I he same effect. In 
any case, such discovery will 
reward your patience and re- 
sult in a fine new contribu- 
tion for the pages of your 
family alum.
